REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record when considered alone or in combination fails to teaches the specific 
layered display configuration and further fails teach the specific method steps directed 
to the transition of game information from a symbol display area to an effect display 
area subsequent to the presentation of game information over a winning combination as 
claimed. 

The closest prior art of record Muir et al (US 2005/0192090) teaches a display 
arrangement as set forth in figure 8, however is silent regarding the placement of a light 
guide at the rear side of the LCD display and wherein further the light guide further 
includes a reflective film area and additional non reflective areas positioned over the 
mechanical reels. With regards to the method steps as presented the prior art of Muir 
et al teaches the presentation of overlaying information on the display however fails to 
disclose the movement of this information from an area located over the reels to a 
position around to the reels defined by the applicant as a effect display area.
